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Nature  of  the  District 


The  district  is  essentially  agricultural  in  char¬ 
acter  and  apart  from  glove  making,  both  in  factory  and 
the  home,  the  principal  trades  and  industries  are  those 
associated  with  agriculture.  They  include,  cheese 
making,  saw  milling,  the  slaughter  of  animals  for 
'export’  meat  and  broiler  chicken  production  and 
processing. 


C,  Health  Services  in  the  District  v/hich  are  not  the  res 
ponsibility  of  the  District  Council 


Hospital  coverage  for  the  district  is  shared  by 
the  Yeatman  Hospital  at  Sherborne,  the  Dorset  County 
Hospital  (both  of  hie  West  Dorset  Hospital  Group) 
together  with  the  Blandford  Hospital  and  the  Poole 
General  Hospital  ( of  the  Bournemouth  and  East  Dorset 
Hospital  Group)  of  the  '/essex  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

Laboratory  Services 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  has  once 
again  proved  co-operative,  helpful  and  efficient. 

General  Medical  Practitione r .  Onthalmlc  and 

Pharmeutical  Services 

These  are  administered  locally  by  the  Dorset 
Executive  Committee. 

County  Council  Services 

The  personal  preventive  health  services  are  the 
responsibility  of  the  County  Council. 

They  comprise,  the  care  of  mothers  and  young 
children,  maternity,  school  health,  home  nursing, 
mental  health,  the  ambulance  service,  the  care  and 
after  care  of  the  tuberculous,  blind,  handicapped, 
health  education,  the  domestic  help  service  and  the 
welfare  of  the  aged. 

The  assistance  provided  by  the  domestic  home 
help  service  is  of  such  incalculable  benefit  to  the 
needy  old  people,  that  it  is  difficult  to  recall  how 
these  people  managed  before  this  service  was  instituted. 

Voluntary  Services 

Acknowledgment  must  again  be  made  to  the  excell¬ 
ent  voluntary  work  carried  out  in  the  district  by  the 
British  Red  Cross  Society,  to  the  Sturminster  Voluntary 
Old  People's  ’‘'elfare  Committee  and  to  the  Sturminster 
Silver  Thread  Club. 

During  the  year  the  Womens  Voluntary  Service 
started  a  meals-on-wheels  service  in  the  district. 

So  far  only  the  parish  of  Marnhull  has  been  in  a 
position  to  benefit  from  this  service.  It  is  sin¬ 
cerely  hoped  that  voluntary  workers  will  be  forth¬ 
coming  to  allov/  the  service  to  be  extended  to  other 
parishes  in  the  district. 
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Not  only  are  the  aieals  appreciated  by  the  old 
people  bat  even  more  (one  sometimes  thinks)  are  the 
twice  weekly  visits  by  helpeps  who  take  the  meals 
around. 


Prevention  of  Disease 


Prophylactic  Inoculations 

Preventive  inoculation  against  disease  is  the 
responsibility  of  the  County  Council  through  the 
school  medical,  child  welfare  and  medical  practit¬ 
ioner  services. 

An  immunisation  clinic  was  held  regularly  at 
the  Sturminster  Newton  Clinic  on  the  second  Monday 
in  the  month  from  2  p.m.  to  5  p.m.

WATER  SUPPLY 


The  Poole  and  East  Dorset  V/ater  Board  have  res¬ 
ponsibility  for  the  public  water  supplies  in  the 
district. 

There  has  been  close  co-operation  between  the 
officers  of  the  Board  and  your  Public  Health  Officers. 
Copies  of  reports  of  water  samples  taken  by  the  Board’s 
Officers  are  sent  to  my  office  and  similarly,  reports 
of  samples  taken  by  your  Officers  are  sent  to  the  . 
Board. 

Quantity 

Apart  from  unavoidable  difficulties  due  to  the 
severe  weather  conditions  during  the  early  part  of 
the  year  when  service  pipes,  and  in  some  instances, 
mains,  became  frozen,  supplies  have  been  adequate 
in  quantity  throughout  the  year. 

Household  Supplies 

Only  a  handful  of  houses  throughout  the  dis¬ 
trict  lack  a  mains  piped  water  supply  into  the 
house  and  with  the  exception  of  the  small  parishes 
of  Woolland  and  Ibberton  and  six  houses  in  Glanvilles 
Wootton  the  mains  supply  is  from  the  Water  Board’s 
Mains  supply. 
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Quality 


Weekly  samples  for  bacteriological  examination 
of  all  the  Board’s  supplies  at  source  were  taken  by 
the  Board.  Your  officers  took  spot  check  samples 
of  the  mains  supplies  in  the  course  of  distribution. 

The  condition  of  the  public  supplies  remained 
satisfactory. 

Private  Supplies 

The  parishes  of  Woolland  and  Stoke  '■fake  are 
supplied  by  private  supplies  which  have  remained 
bac ter iologically  satisfactory.  The  small  private 

supplies  to  six  houses  in  the  parish  of  Glanvilles 
'■ootton  have  been  of  less  satsifactorjr  quality. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SE¥7ERAGE 


All  the  major  parishes  have  got  adequate  sewer¬ 
age  schemes  and  no  serious  nuisances  in  the  district 
exist  due  to  the  lack  of  such  schemes. 

A  small  extension  of  the  Kings  Stag  scheme  and 
of  the  Sturminster  Nev/ton  scheme  to  include  the  Broad 
Oak  area  were  authorised  during  the  year. 

Cesspool  Emptying 

The  cesspool  emptying  service  provided  by  the 
Council  under  section  76  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1936  operated  by  contract,  has  continued  to  operate 
reasonably  satisfactorily. 

The  one  principal  difficulty  encountered  is  the 
satisfactory  disposal  of  the  contents  of  the  cess¬ 
pools,  a  considerable  amount  having  to  be  disposed 
of  in  lagoons  provided  at  the  sewage  works  for  the 
development  of  sewage  sludge  which,  in  itself,  is  a 
problem. 

Consideration  is  to  be  given  to  the  practicability 
of  overcoming  these  difficulties  by  a  combination  of 
refuse  disposal  by  pulverisation  with  sludge  disposal. 

Complaints  have  again  been  received  with  regard 
to  smell  nuisance  arising  during  the  emptying  of 
blood  tanks  at  the  Bath  Road  slaughterhouse. 


PUBLIC  CLEANS  HTG 


A  fortnighly  curbside  collection  (with  a  weekly 
trade  refuse  collection  in  Sturminster  Newton)  has 
continued  during  the  year. 

Our  present  tip  now  has  a  life  of  a  few  years 
only  and  efforts  to  secure  an  alternative  tipping 
site  have  met  with  some  success,  though  no  final 
decision  had  been  taken  by  the  end  of  the  year. 
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Public  Cleans iriR  (Cont.  ) 


One  of  the  problems  we  have  had  at  the  Pifehead 
Neville  tip  is  that  it  has  been  difficult  to  obtain 
adequate  supplies  of  covering  material.  Excavating 
equipment  has  been  employed  to  dig  out  tipping  chan¬ 
nels,  and  some  covering  material  has  been  obtained 
as  a  result  of  this,  but  we  have  had  to  rely  on  vrhat 
could  be  obtained  from  outside  sources.  Usually  we 
find  that  when  this  is  available  the  tip  is  not  in  a 
condition  to  receive  it,  invariably  due  to  bad  weat¬ 
her  conditions.  It  is  hoped  that  favourable  con¬ 
sideration  will  be  given  to  a  proposal  to  pulverise 
refuse  at  our  nev  tipping  site  wherever  it  may  be, 
as  this  will  permit  disposal  without  having  to  worry 
about  covering  material.

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 


The  North  Dorset  Joint  Rodent  Committee  of  which 
the  Sturminster  Rural  District  Council  is  one  of  the 
six  constituent  authorities,  continued  to  carry  out 
the  provisions  of  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests 
Act,  1949. 

The  total  number  of  inspections  made  under  the 
Act  in  the  district  was  518  and  443  treatments  were 
carried  out,  compared  with  503  and  375  respectively 
during  the  previous  year. 
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There  have  been  reports  from  certain  parts  of 
the  countrj'’  that  rats  and  mice  have  shown  signs  of 
immunity  towards  Warfarin  though  no  such  imiiiunity 
has  been  noticed  in  this  particular  area. 

There  are,  at  the  moment,  signs  that  the  wild 
mink  population  may  be  increasing.

Food  Inspection 


One  hundred  and  forty  five  samples  were  taken 
of  meat  or  parts  of  carcases  in  the  slaughterhouses 
and  at  butchers  shops.  Nine  of  these  showed  evi¬ 
dence  of  bacteriological  contamination  and  the  meat 
was  condemned.  Four  of  the  samples  related  to  a 
couple  of  vats  of  salted  ox  tongue.  Seventy  five 
samples  of  sausages  and  sausage  meat  were  taken, one 
of  which  proved  positive  to  organisms  of  the  salmon¬ 
ella  group.  Eighteen  samples  were  taken  of  meat 
from  the  knackers  yard  at  Stourton  Caundle  but  only 
three  showed  evidence  of  salmonellae. 


Slaughterhouses 


There  are  two  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the 
district. 


Unsuccessful  legal  proceedings  were  instituted 
against  one  of  the  slaughterhouses  in  respect  to  the 
removal  from  the  slaughterhouse  of  unfit  meat  which 
had  not  been  sterilised  and  failure  to  maintain  sat¬ 
isfactory  drainage  at  the  slaughterhouse. 


When  a  slaughterhouse  is  licensed  (as  suitable 
for  use  as  a  slaughterhouse)  or  the  licence  is  re¬ 
newed,  no  limitation  can  be  placed  on  the  number  of 
animals  which  can  be  slaughtered  there.  This  is 
unfortunate,  in  so  far  as  no  action  can  be  taken 
where  the  ’throughput’  is  too  great  for  the  facil¬ 
ities  provided  until  conditions  are  so  unsatisfact¬ 
ory  that  a  successful  prosecution  under  the  Byelaws 
becomes  a  reasonable  proposition. 


Meat  Inspection 


A  full  years  working  of  the  Meat  Inspection 
Regulations,  1963  has  been  experienced.  The 
Regulations  have  increased  considerably  the  amount 
of  time  spent  at  the  slaughterhouses  to  enable  a 
100%  inspection  to  be  carried  out.
